T now lay nen the table the Esti ates fir 
1894, and will briefly refer to their leading 
features. The estimated revenne for 1893 
wan $1,906,396. Tho estimated ordinary 
expenditure §2,899,375, leaving « surplus 
of only $7,021. (Applunse.) So far ascan 
be jadged the revenue for 1693 will bo about 
$2,050,000, ond the oxpenditure, exclusive 
of extraordinary expenditure cbargeable 
againet the Loan, will be about $1,940,000, 
It will be seen that the revenue of 1893 will 
probably be about $110,000 in excess of the 
ordinary expenditure, and consequently, 
$93,000 in excesss of the estimate. This 
surplus is nearly accounted for by an in- 
arene in the amount of fees received for the 
examination of emigrants, sud the profit on 
an inoressed import of subsidiary coins, 
whiob profit was $55,000 over the estimate, 
Ample suppiles of these coins will be 
ordered an required, but absolute re- 
linnce cansct, of course, bo plaecd 
on thens 4 & source of atendy re- 
venue. The eatimated revenue for 1894 
io $2,007,210, ond the estimated or- 
divary expinditore $1,982,745.

organised aystemt of emigration to certain 
! countries friendly with England should be 
adgpted. Such a scheme would be of great 
advantage not merely to this Colony but 
to thousands ol industrious persona in Ohina, 
who have now but little opportunity of mak- 
ing a living, ot of even obtaining the barest 
necessitics of life. It is unfortunate that 
the Chinego Gorerament do not seem ta view 
the matter inthis light, aud, no doubt, te~ 
cent events ina neighbouring Colony will 
tend to confirm them in the opinions they 
are believed to entertain on this aubjeot. 
The revenue collected by the Harbour De- 
artment up to the Slut October wae

CRIMINAL STALLSTICS, 

With refersico to crime, | may montion 
that the nuuber of casos tried in the 
Supreme Court this year was e@ little shove 
the average ofthe two preording years In 
1891 thore wor 32 cusps, in 1892 only 30 
cases, the lowest reeord during the past 10 
years. Up toSept. 30:h last there wers 32 
oases sent For trial. Two of these were es- 

cially seriou, viz., that of Alves for the 

‘reasury defaloations, in which the sentence 
passed “was ux ycors’ imprisonment with 
bard labour, and a murder case, in which the 
sentence of doth was carried out. Until 
thia penalty wis exacted there had been no 
exeoution within the colony for upwards of 
10 years. Amongst the 32 cases there was 
also one of wounding with intent to murder 
and three of wbbery with violence. Out of 
these 32 charges. however, there was o ver- 
dist of acquittl, or no intormation, or no/le 
prosequi in 14 ipetances, and out of the 47 
prisouers brought up for trial 21 were dis- 
oharged. During 1893 as in 1892 there was 
un absence of sharges involving offences of a 
piratical charter, which jean encouruging 
feature in thecriminal etatiatios (applause.) 


GAMBLING, 

You will be placed to be assured that 
owing to pastleginintion and the efforts of 
the police public gambling in the colony has 
| practically ceaned to exist. There bas olso 

been a great falling off in the nutober of 
cases of kidnapping of women and robbery 
with violence, Sv far an the Magistrates 
are able to judge they are of opinion that 
the Government is to he felicitated on the 
conspicuous absence of serivuaforime ia Hong- 
kong. On the other hand’ regret to say 
that during the last few months there has 
been ao unumel number of larcenies of 
money and viluubles by servants from their 
masters’ house, This I attribute in agreat 
measure to lowes sustained by servants io 
the gawbling houses at Samshuipo and 
Kowloon City, +4 have addressed the 
Viceroy of Catton several times on the stb- 
ject without much effect, and am at this 
moment in correspondence with HM. 
Miniater at Peking in regard to it, If the 
Chinese Government refusey to act, this 
Government will be bound to consider 
whether eome restrictions should not be 
placed on the awners of launches who are 
known to carry huodreds of gamblers daily 
between this city and the oppusite ovaet 
(applause) I should hope that the com- 
munity i general would thoroughly support 
the Government if such a step should be de~ 
sided upon, 

EDUCATION, 

With regard to education [have to inform 
you that io addition to the ten Government. 
scheole which were closed owing to insufi- 
cient attendance at the beginning of this 
year, two uther Government schvols have 

een closed ‘for the same resaun, Soveo of 
the Jews expensive ard moro popular grant- 
in-aid schools have taken the place of the 
schools thus dosed. Special attention bas 
been beatowed on the educational needs ot 
the boat population.
